ceive any

The president, It also became known, 
has in mind the argum ents of those 
who are urging that the revolutionists

States, While he has not yet reached

proposal much more seriously than has 
been the case previously as a means of 
settling the Mexican situation.

It Is Said Naval Officials Favor Con­ 


struction of Battleships at League 


Island. 


Washington, Nov. 4. — Represent.! 
tive Vare, leaving for Philadelphia, 
said lie would introduce in the house a 
bill providing for an appropriation of 
$t,250,OOO for the erection of an armor 
plant, to l)o located either in or near 
the Philadelphia navy yard. 
Secretary 
Daniels 
and 
Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt 
have 
informed 
Mr. Vare that recommendation would 
be made in the navy departm ent’s an 
nual report in favor of a shipways for 
the construction of battleship m u se rs, 
under a hill introduced by Mr. Vare 
and that tho armor plant bill would 
be designed to fit in with Seer*tar> 
Daniels’ plan for ship 
building 
at 
League Island. 
Secretary D an iels ts convinced that 
if Hie government were to make its 
own 
armor 
plate enough would be 
saved In the building of three battle 
ships to provide all the armor plate 
needed for one of them. 
“ lf this can be done in the building 
of three battleships,” said Mr. Vare. 
"then the saving throughout the years 
to come will be very large. 
In view 
of the fact that Secretary Daniels has 
decided to make a recommendati n in 
line with my bill for a shipways at 
leag u e Island, it is logical that the 
armor plate plant should bo there too 
This would mean a saving in trans­ 
portation.” 
One of the strong points urged by 
Congressman Vare was the fact that 
a board 
appointed to consider^ the 
naval foundry situation, consisting ot 
Read Admiral Edward ."Captain K. R 
Evans and Naval Constructor Fhahl. 
reported to the secretary of the navy 
that the most suitable place for a larg* 
and well equipped foundry on the At 
lantlc roast, capable of making all the 
iron and steel castings required by the 
navy, is the Philadelphia navy yard. 
Secretary Daniels has taken under 
advisement the proposal that an iron 
foundry be established, and since he 
has been working on the plans to os- 
tablish an arm or plate plant, he ha 
been anxious to find a suitable place 
for It. 
"It is my belief,” said 
Mr. Vare. 
‘‘that the hill which I will Introduce 
will provide the solution of the prob­ 
lem which the secretary 
has 
been 
studying. 
He has already informed 
me thai he wiil recommend the eon 
struction of the shipways, and sin< * 
the naval board recommends an iron 
and steel foundry for tile navy yard 
•conomy suggests that there be a com 
bination of forces. The $l,2ao,ooo pro 
vlded for in th** Dill which I will intro 
duce w ill act as a nucleus for a gr« v 
establishment that will save the gov 
?rnment many thousands of dollars an­ 
nually. 
"it is Sec rotary Daniels’ intention to 
economize on land and spend more 
>n battleships, but he realizes that tile 
way to economize Is to give Philadel­ 
phia some of the ship building that is 
now being done at Brooklyn, whic h I 
overworked. This would furnish em ­ 
ployment to many persons in I’hlia 
ielphia in addition to those already 
employed at the private yards. 
"If there are to be three battleships, 
one of them should be built at Phils 
lelphla. 
In any event, It would be a 
real economy to have the armor p!a*e 
plant at league Island or nearby, since 
this would facilitate the construction 
of ships, SHV* freight charges and en 
able th** government to ship Its armor 
to other points by water.

Although the m en scatter*# at 
th e use of the clubs, they returned 
quickly when the police returned to 
the cars aud the effort w as given up.

L. Todd, president of th* 
r.treet car com pany; John J. Mahoney, 
superintendent for the com pany, and 
Superintendent of Police Hyland were 
attacked by a mob. but were not serf 
ously injured. T h e mob threw' stones 
bricks, lumps of coal and pieces of 
iron, striking the three mer* several 
tim es. 
Todd and Mahoney, accom panied by 
Hyland, had gone to Georgia stre* t 
and Capitol avenue in an effort to run 
ta r s into the Louisiana street barns. A 
crowd soon collected and drove the 
ta r officials aw ay with m issiles. 
Tilt 
strikers followed the men to tho com 
pany s offices in the term inal building 
but did not attem pt any destruction 
there. 
In an attempt to rush the street cai 
barns where imported men are quar­ 
tered, Isaac Fleisher, twenty-four year* 
old, an imported man from Pbiiadel 
phla, was shot in the neck and died on 
th** way to the City hospital. Fleisher 
w as shot by one of the men In the 
barn, who was firing Into the crow ! 
from a second-atory window.
